Here is a man you should know-. 
Th® book in the Bible which re­

Amos is not a long one. but what 
he says w as so true and was said 
with such force that he will always 
be known as one of the great proph­ 
ets. 
Amos’ 
manner of 
living 
was 
simple. His ability to observe and 
to Judge events was keen and what 


Amos would again “ roar as a lion” 
were he among the living today in 
our high places of corruption. 
Amos was not a city m an. Six 
miles south of Bethlehem is the 
wilderness of Tekoa.

AT MIDDLETOWN

WASHINGTON •*—1The Air Force 
says It has a high regard for the 
work and workers of Olmsted Air 
Force Base at Middletown, Pa , ‘ 
and ii expects the base to keep 
operating for a long tim e to come. 
The 
discussion 
arose 
during 
House appropriations subcom m ittee 
consideration of a m ilitary con­ 
struction bill. A transcript of the 
closed-door discussion, which oc­ 
curred April 30, was m ade public j 
today. 
During questioning on an Atr 
Force request for $3,490,000 in con­ 
struction money for Olmsted. Air 
Force spokesmen assured the sub-j 
com m ittee that "we see nothing in j 
the future which would m ean we 
would cut back in any respect on 
Middletown and the Industrial fa­ 
cility there.’’ 
They said also that they did not 
expect operations at Olmsted to 
be affected m aterially even if the 
Air 
Force 
obtains 
a 
combined 
m aintenance depot and MATS (Mil- j 
itary Air Transport Service) ter­ 
minal. 
Site Not Known 
The 
m aintenance 
depot 
was 
planned originally to be a part of 
Olmsted and located nearby in 
Lancaster County. Later, Hamm on­ 
ton, N. J., was selected tentatively 


as the site, and still later the de­ 
signation was changed to simply 
somewhere 
in 
the 
northeastern 
United States. There has been no 
recent indication of what the Air 
Force plans In this respect. 
Rep. Hand (R-NJ) asked: * 
"If the Air Force eventually suc­ 
ceeded In obtaining its proposed 
maintenance 
and 
supply 
depot, 
which I think also involves MATS. 
at Hammonton or some other point 
in the northeast, wouid that dim in­ 
ish m aterially the functions of our 
present base at Olm sted?" 
Lt. Col. J. W. Breehl, directorate 
of m aintenance engineers, replied: 
"From a m aintenance viewpoint, 
sir. it would diminish only that 
portion known as the aircraft work­ 
load, roughly 15 per cent of the 
total which is now in there. 
Employment Constant 
"However, with the growlh of the 
Air Force, the labor force avail­ 
able to us at Middletown would be 
taken up by the increased em ­ 
phasis on Jet engine overhaul and 
other component overhaul. Level of 
employment 
at 
Middletown 
un­ 
doubtedly would rem ain constant.” 
Breehl said also that work will 
continue to be sent to Olmsted even 
though it has a limited flying field 
and no room to build a larger one 
He said much of the shipment will 
be by rail or truck, certain planes 
will continue to fly into Olmsted, 
and that H arrisburg Airport can be 
used for larger craft if necessary. 
"We have an ideal labor m arket 
there, people who have been in the 
aircraft business ainee the early 
twenties . . . when we first started 
Middletown,” he said.
